I I stated BILL HENDRIX was the principal and only 
speaker. HENDRIX spoke from the rear of his 1957 Ford truck. 
Behind the truck, its base about four feet off the ground, 
was a large truck body, in the form of a cage, used to 
transport livestock. On this cage, HENDRIX hung a large 
sign which read, "Niggers wa nted in Miami Beach - Full Inte¬ 
gration." A reporter asked HENDRIX what the cage was for and 
he replied that he was going to get a big black ape, put 
him in the cage and hang another sign on it stating, "This Is 
LEROY COLLINS." LEROY COLLINS is Governor of Florida. 


In front of HENDRIX'S truck were strung 100 watt 
light bulbs and at either end of the lights stood a wooden 
cross about ten feet tall, to which had been nailed oil cans 
filled with gasoline. The cans were ignited during the 
speech. At the gate leading Into the pasture was a smaller 
\IEFobb that burned from a butane tank. 

I I stated that HENDRIX Is known to have issued 
orders to at least one Klansman to bring his rifle. HENDR..£ 
had a loaded revolver in the glove compartment of his truck, 
along with about 30 extra shells. So far as is known, the 
revolver was not moved from the truck. 

[ reported that there were between 100 and 125 
cars present in the pasture, and between 400 and 500 people 
were present, including children. 

HENDRIX wore his Klan robes, but no mask. Four 
Klimsmen and a Klanswoman stood near the truck In Klan robes 
and masks. 
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No oolleotlon was taken tip or s olic ited and no 
appeal was Bade by HENDRIX for neabers. HENDRIX stated, 
after bis speech, that he did this In order to confuse the 
aewamem present as he knew they expected him to appeal for 
neabers and funds. 

HENDRIX spoke for less than 43 minutes and men¬ 
tioned the "Jew-Communist" combination that Is set on ruining 
the United States. He also mentioned his Democra t Rep ublican 
Party and the pending Civil Rights legislation. HENDRIX 
repeated a statement that he allegedly made in South Carolina: 
"A dead nagger has no civil rights."

According to the 
article, HENDRIX said the organization wasrfin outgrowth of 
the Klan set up In 1915, by WILLIAM JOSEPhYqpmMONS. HENDRIX 
stated SKKKK was started under the name Original Southern 
Klans, Inc., in Jlme, 1948, a branch of which was formed in 
Tallahassee, Florida, in January, 1949.
